A MILLION DOLLAKS A YEAK. 


A New Orleans special to the Examiner 


it is quite tine, aa reported, that the, 


Louisiana Loiter; Company has increased 
its offer for an extension of its privileges 
from $500,000 to §1,000,000 a year for the 
next twenty-five years.- 


The company is loth, to leave its present 


ground of operation, and BO holda ont this 
tempting bait to the Legislature. 


The manner in, which the managers pro- 


pose to distribute 'this yearly privilege 
money to the State is as follows: Levees, 
$350,000; public schools, $350,000; hos- 
pitals, $100,000; insane, §75,000; deaf, 
dnmb and blind, $25,000; drainage city o! 
New Orleanj, SIOO.QDO. Total $1,000,000. 


The principal manager of the lottery said: 


"I am met now, whea the Legislature has 
ja»t convened, with a situation which did 
not exist at the time my first off-r was 
published. Thousands of our people have 
seen their homes ruined and their fortunes 
swept away, and I think any liberal citizen 
should do all ho can to restoro their pros- 
perity. 


"With $350,000 a year there is no rea- 


son why the State should not have an ad- 
mirable levee system from the Arkansas 
line to the Gulf of Mexico and along the 
hanks of the Bed river to Louisiana. The 
public school term can be mkda fully nine 
months in the year and the grade of in- 
struction can be materially improved, for 
with a certainty of a full scholastic year 
our corps o! teachers will be more efficient, 
and those who have been teaching hereto- 
fore aa a temporary business will adopt it 
as a permanent profession. 


"I have long since recognized that the 


city of Hew Orleans requires a first-class 
drainage system in order that the prosper- 
ity of its citizens may be assured. I have 
therefore, provided in my offer a ipeoiflc, 
and I trust, a satisfactory amount semi- 
annnally for this purpose. I see very 
clearly that something must be done, and 
done at once, to restore the levees which 
have recently been destroyed. I will ad- 
vance the State a sum for the purpose at 
once in order that our people may not be 
overwhelmed between this date and the 
eipirhtion of the, present lottery charter." 


SENATOR 'JONES AND SILVER. 


The Wmnemacca Silver State remarks: 
In 1878 when the Bland hill, authorizing 


the coinage ot standard dollars, was before 
Congre&s, Senator Jones, of Nevada, de- 
livered the most comprehensive speech ever 
made on the silver question, and he be- 
came known throughout two hemispheres 
as the "Silver Senator." Having then ex- 
hausted the subject, be has since, nntil the 
present time, had comparatively little to 
Bay on the silver question. When on his 
way to Waehiogton last Winter he in- 
formed a representative of the Silver State 
that if the present Congress did not deal 
fairly with silver, Nevada and other silver 
producing States would be justifiable in 
electing Presidential electors on a free 
coinage platform and giving their votes to 
the Presidential candidate whose party 
pledged itself to do* most for the debased 
metal. 
Notwithstanding this declaration 


on the part of the Senator, there were 
those who construed his apparent apathy 
on th3 silver question during the Winter to 
mean opposition to remonetizition, though 
there was no known reason why a rational, 
reasoning person, who had ever been an 
•uncompromising advocate of free coinage 
as Senator Jones bad been, should now 
change his views and become a gold-brig. 
However, his coarse in the Senate recently 
has disarmed all suspicion and dispelled all 
doubts. He declared that the mandates of 
the caucus coald not force him to vote for an 
objectionable 
silver 
bill 
and

exhaustive speech! ;on 


silver deliverad in the Senate since 1878. 
The delivery of this speech occupied nearly 
six hours and, according to the dispatches, 
he frightened the gold-bug Senators out of 
the Chamber, and much of the time had a 
larger attendance on the Democratic than 
on the Republican side of the bouse. 


A synopsis of the Senator's speech, 


which is said to be the great effort of his 
life, has been telegraphed and it shows 
conclusively thai he is now, as heretofore, 
the steadfast, unwavering friend of silver 
and that he will do all in his power to se- 
cure its full remonetizjtion by making its 
coinage like that of gold, free at the Mints, 
aa it had been from the foundation of the 
Government until Congress, in the intorest 
of the bondholders, perpetrated the infamy 
of 1873. 


The Houeo Committee on Pacific Bail- 


roads has decided, by a vote of 7 to 4, to re- 
port a bill funding the indebtedness of the 
Union and Central Pacific roads by issuiug 
new bonds; the Union Pacific bonds to 
inn fifty years and bear 3 per cent interest, 
and the Central Pacific bonds to rnn sev- 
enty-five years and bear 2 per cent interest. 
Chairman Dalzell and three other members 
will report in favor of placing the Central 
Pacific on the same basis as the Union Pa- 
cific. 


The San Francisco Post says of Von 


Schmidt's Tahoc scheme: 


The people of Reno and the eastern 


portion of Nevada are evidently very much 
aronsed over the proposition to. draw part 
of the water snpply for San Francisco from 
Lake Tahoo. They have invited a commit- 
tee of the Supervisors to visit Taboe and 
Bee for themselves that the storage capacity 
of the Lake ha* b-:eu vastly overestimated. 
The Tahoe propiiition is not by any means 
a ndW ono, and there seems na little proba- 
bility that it will be adopted as there whs 
years ago wbeu it was first brought to thi 
attention of the public. 


The San Francisco Bulletin er.ys: 
Hon. Henry K. Mitchell, who was in 


early times a leading lawyer of Marvsvillp, 
and for many years prominent in law and 
politics in Eastern and Western Nevada, 
baving been the Democratic candidate for 
Congrettin 1865, will soon resume the de- 
velopment of gold and coal mines owned 
by him near Eareka in that State. Work 
was shut down many years ago, and Mr.

bill vras taken up iu the Senate today 
Sherman introduced his amendment pro- 
viding that certain balances in the Treas- 
ury shall ha used- to redeem circulating 
notes of banks. Flninb moved to amend 
the nmsadunent by limiting the funds 
available for the payment of the public 
debt to $110,000,000. A lengthy discussion 
followed. Sherman, coming to the dis- 
cussion of the bill itself, said that though 
he did not like some of its features he 
might be driven to support the measure. 


Continuing, Sherman said: "If ire can 


agree upon some measnre that will tarnish 
the people more money and tend to ad- 
vance silver bullion nearer to the standard 
of gold I am willing to vote for such a 
measure, but I do not want to embark upon 
the wide sea of free coinage of silver and I 
don't want Congress to pledge itself to buy 
all the silver which may be offered. If we 
can adopt a' measure that will make use of 
both gold and silver and keep them together 
at par with each other, I wilt vote for it, 
if not, I will content myself by simply tot- 
ing in the negative." 
« 


The discussion was continued at great 


length, bat the bill went over without aot- 
tion, and the Senate adjourned, 


AIplieus Ball Drowned.

If one should doubt whether the Union 


Pacific Railway Company are in earnest 
*bout building the extension of road which 
is to pass through Lincoln county, it might 
oe questioned by some whether the doubter 
bad the proper use of his" reasoning fac- 
ulties. Large sums of money ate being 
expended- along the "line of the road, in 
cutting,' filling, making tunnels, etc. Yet; 
while it is given out that the road is to be 
finished to Pioche before the end of this 
year, .it is said, by those who .should be 
competent to judge, that the progress ol 
the work ia BO slow that at the present 
rate it could not possibly be finished with- 
in two years. The difficulty seems to be a 
lack of laboring men. This difficulty can 
be easily remedied. It is caused by the 
tact that insufficient wages are paid. It is 
true that two or two and a half dollar* a 
day is a tempting offer to most laborers iu 
the Eastern States. But when they come 
out here they find that two dollars in Ne- 
vada does not buy as much as two dollars 
nays in the East. Money is cheaper here. 
Corporations have a habit of recognizing 
;his when they make charges for services, 
whether it be for carrying freight or pas- 
sengers, or for reducing ore or any other 
service. Even though they did not EO re- 
eogniza it, it is a great fact which ia bound 
;o be recognized in one of its bearings as 
well as in another, that money is cheap in 
Nevada. It may be true that there is not 
much money in the country; yet measured 
by labor, which is much nearer a true 
standard of value than dollars and cents, 
money is cheap. This being the case, if 
the railway builders don't care whether the 
road is completed this year or next year or 
tea years hence, or if the company are 
only spending their money for fait, it may 
not be worth while to chaqge their present 
methods. Bnt if they really want to make 
an iron road we suggest that they pay fair 
wages. Two dollars and fifty cents ia 
snrely little enough for common pick and 
shovel work, and for miner's work in 
tunneling, etc., .which is necessarily not 
steady employment and attended with 
many inconveniences, four dollars a day is 
nit too much. Three dollars is paid in 
Pioche, oerlainly a much more desirable 
place to work than on the line of a building 
railway.
